A Sonoran’: 8 Hideously 
Blooded Crime. 


He Shoots His Wife Fatally with @ 


Huge Revolver, 


And Then Bends Over Her Prostrate, 


Lifeless Form, 


And Pours Five More Shots Into Her Corpse— — 


Jealousy the Cause—His Monstrous Indif- 
ference—He His’ Victim 
of Shame. 


the coldest-blooded murders that was ever 
committed took place on the corner of 
Jefferson and Alameda streets. A few 
minutes before the shooting occurred a man 
walked up to a small frame house, occupied 
by a Mrs. Calzada, and rapped several times 
on the door, but received no answer. He 
turned and walked to the gate, when he saw 
the woman and her two little girls, aged 11 
and 4 years, walking down the sidewalk 
toward the house. He stopped just out- 
side of the gate and _ waited for 
them to come up. He grabbed the 
oldest girl in his arms and kissed her sev- 
eral times. The mother did not seem to ob- 
ject until he began to talk to her, and asked 
the youngest child to come to him. He 
took her in his arms, and the mother be- 
came very angry and attempted to pull the 
child from his arms. Quicker than a flash 
he put the child on the ground and pulleda 
large Colt’s 45-single-action pistol. The 
woman saw the move and started for the 
house. She had only taken a few steps 
when he fired and she fell on her face. The 
fiend rushed on her with a curse, and as she 
partly turned over and attempted to plead 
for her life he fired again and again until 
he had put all six of the shots in his pistol 
into her quivering flesh. The woman did 
not utter a word after the first shot,

It is stated that one well with its 
unusual pressure, by induction or back 
draught, pulled down into the earth 
the burning gas of a smaller well, re- 
sulting in a dreadful explosion of a 
large district, destroying the inhabit- 
ants thereof. Lake Foo Chang_rests 
on this district. |

catastrophe is imminent in this coun- 
try unless the laws restrict further de- 
velopments in boring so many wells. 
Should a similar explosion occur there 
will be such an upheaval as will dwarf 
the most terrible earthquakes ever 
known, The conntry along the gas 
belt from Toledo throtigh Ohio, Indi- 
ana and Kentucky will be ripped up to 
the depth of 1200 to 1500 feet and 
flopped over like a pancake, leaving a 
chasm through which the waters of

SIGNS OF PROGRESS. 


New Steamer Line—Kastern Opinion 
of California's Boom. 

SAN Francisco, Aug. 2.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Capt. T. P. H. Whitelaw re- 
turned yesterday from Europe, where he 
purchased three iron steamérs for the Inter- 
national Company of Mexico. The first of 
the three, tne Montserrat, of 843 tons, is now 
on her way. Capt. Whitelaw states that he 
will build a steamer here for the company. 
The vessel, as designed, will be constructed 
of wood. She is to be about 160 feet long, 
and will register between 459 and 500 tons. 
Her engine will be capable of developing a 
speed of fifteen knots an hour. The cost of 
the steamer is estimated at #60,000, This 
vessel is intended for San Diego and Mex- 
ican trade. Capt. Whitelaw will build her 
under an agreement with the company sub- 
sidized by the Mexican Government, and 
when completed she will ply between San 
Diego and San José de Guatemala, touching 
at the principal intermediate points. 

AN EASTERN PAPER’S COMMENTS. 

NEW York, Aug. 2.—The Commercial 
Bulletin says: Signs of commercial prog- 
ress are visible in almost every direction on 
the F’acific Coast, though we, on the Atlan- 
tic Coast, are apt to overlook them until 
confronted with facts that compel notice. 
One of the most significant of these facts is 
the steady increase of transportation facili- 
ties. The International Steamship Com- 
pany of Mexico, for instance, will soon have 
vessels plying below San Diago, and to 
twenty-four ports of Mexico and Central 
America, the terminal point being San José 
de Guatemala. The Monsterrat, a large 
steamer, is now on the way from Europe 
and will arrive by September Ist. Another 
vessel of the same size is ready to send out. 
The guano trade at Ensenada is growing 
rapidly. Ensenada is seventy miles from 
San Diego, has 1000 inhabitants, and a $100,- 
000 hotel is going up there. Fifteen miles 
away are the Punta Banda hot springs, at 
which a $300,000 hotel is about to be erected 
by Chicago capitalists. San Quentin is 105 
miles south of San Diego, has a fine harbor, 
with eighteen feet of water at low tide. 
Not far away are salt mines, the product of 
which is said to be next to Liverpool. A

On the Cost and Trouble of Construet- 


ing the Central Pacific. 


The Company Willing to Show the 
Books for Private Inspection. 


Chairman Pattison Declines to Hold a Star- 
Chamber Inquiry—The Company Then Offer 
to Exhibit Portions of the Beoks— 
| The Compromise Accepted. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 2.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The examination of Senator 
Stanford was resumed before the Pacific 
Railroad Commission today. He insisted 
that the Central Pacific Company in re- 
ceiving financial aid from the government 
eccupied the position of an independent 
contracting party, and was not acting ina 
fiduciary capacity, as he (Stanford) inferred 
the Commissioners believed from remarks 
made ‘by them. He gavea list of the re- 
sources of the Central and Union Pacific 
Companies, with the exception of those 
originally contributed by promoters of the 
enterprise, up to December 21, 1869. These 
resources, Stanford stated, amounted to 
$46,062,000, and of this amount only #41,- 
485,000 was realized from the first-mortgage 
bonds and Government bonds. 

VERY COSTLY ROADS, 

The cost of building the road to Ogden 
was $47,889,000, or $55,600 per mile. The 
witness said that Engineer Judah estimated 
that the road would cost $90,000 per mile, 
and other engineers thought it could not be 
built for less that $100,000 per mile. He 
thought that no board of engineers would 

ut a lower estimate on the cost than 
85 600 per mile. Stauford argued that if 
Government aid and the proceeds of the 
first mortgage bonds had alone been suffi- 
cient to build the road, it would have cost 
about $48,200 per mile, and thateven if the 
Central Pacific Company was compelled to 
account for its expenditures to the Govern- 
ment, this would show that the aid granted 
was insuffleient to build the road, and upon 
that basis the Government should make 
good this deficiency. He stated that the 
aid received from the counties of Yolo, 
Yuba, Solano, San Mateo, Los Angeles, 
San Joaquin and others, amounting to 

265,000 did not concern the Central Pa- 
cific. In some cases the money authorized 
under acts of the Legislature by counties 
referred to was never raised, and where it 
was it went to roads other than the Central. 
Perhaps some of the roads so built were 
now leased by the Central, however. 

A POINTED QUESTION, 

Commissioner Anderson said to the wit- 
ness: “Senator, the belief is prevalent— 
whether just or not is immaterial—that the 
inability of the Central Pacific to pay | 
indebtedness to the Government arises fro 
the fact that its resources have been a 
sorbed through contracts let and work done 
by the Contract and Finance Company, the 

estern Development and Pacific Improve- 
ment Company. 

To this Stanford replied that money be- 
longing to the Central Pacific Company had 
not been diverted to any other corporation. 

Anderson asked if the books of the cor- 
porations, which had had dealings with 
Central Pacific, were open for inspection. 

Stanford replied: ‘l am ready to use ny 
influence to have the commission examine 
any books we have as to the Central Pacific 
Ratlroad, but we have very active rivals and 
and we have relations with 
mauy individuals. These accounts we do 
not wish to be laid before the public. So

far as the commission is concerned, we have 


no objection to its seeing anything that it 
pleases.” 

Anderson: “Do I understand that this 
offer includes an inspection of the books of 
the Western Development, Pacific Improve- 
ment and other companies which have had 
dealings with Central Pacific?”’ 

Stanford: ‘‘So far as those books relate to 
the affairs of the Central Pacific, we have 
no objection to their being opened to your 
inspection.” 

NO STAR-CHAMBER PROCEEDINGS, 
Chairman Pattison remarked that if a 
private inquiry at the office of the railroad 
company was contemplated, he should put 
in an objection at once. He would not con- 
sent, asan officer of the Government, to 
any star- chamber proceedings. If the books 
could not be publicly inspected he would 
not inspect them at all. - 

Senator Stanford said that the compan 
did not ask for a star- chamber inquiry. It 
merely desired that such matters as were 
not pertinent to the objects of the commis- 
sion be not given to the publie nor made a 
part of the record. f 

THE SENATOR ASSAILS UNCLE SAM. 

Senator Stanford, continuing his personal 
testimony, stated that he regarded the land 
grant to the Northern Pacific as a violation 
of faith toward the Central Pacific, that 
Congress had given twice as much aid in 
lands to competing roads as to Union Pacific 
and Central Pacific. Stanford also ex- 
pressed the belief that if the Government 
would give Central Pacific its due, and re- 
lease all branches which had been added to 
the road, the 2 would willingly turn 
the road over to the Government.

RIVALS AND FRIENDS. 


The Real Relations of Sherman and 
Blaine—The Ohio Senator 


Writes a Let the 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Aug. 2.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A Buffalo special to the 
Times says: Recently the Express of this 
city printed some reminiscences of Hon. A. 
N. Cole, who claims to have been father of 
the Republican party, and who has been for 
thirty years on more or less intimate terms 
with the great political leaders. In these 
articles there has been much concerning 
these leaders, and it appears that the papers 


John Sherman. The latter found time to 
write the following decidedly pertinent 
letter to Mr. Cole: 

“T have read with deep interest what is 
said in the number of July 10th in reference 
to Blaine’s opinion of myself. It is quite 
true, as Mr. Blaine says, that he and I have 
always been on intimate terms, and have 
always had the highest regard for each 
other. We were both presented as candi- 
dates in 1880, but then some of Mr. Blaine’s 
friends made the fatal mistake of dividing 
the Ohio delegation, and refused to vote for 
me and voted for Mr. Blaine. This not 
only defeated me, but prevented the con- 
centration of the Ohio delegation in favor 
of Mr. Blaine on the night before the last 
day of the convention, when he said he 
hoped the Ohio delegation would unite upon 
me, and if so, ny nomination would. follow 
as a matter of course. Butso much feeling 
had been caused by the division that it was 
found impossible, and the delegation was 
only reconciled by the nomination of Gen. 
Garfield. It may be that the same division 
will produce a like result in the approach- 
ing canvas. I certainly have no objection 
to the nomination of Mr. Blaine, and if he 
he is nominated 1 will do what I did in 
1884—do all I can to secure his election. He 
is more injured than benefited by the 
activity of his friends in making divisions 
in Republican States.” 

By some it is considered that the special 
significance of this letter is the fact that it 
indicates no change whatever in the fair 
rivalry and cordial relationship which have 
long existed between Sherman and Blaine. 
Itis held to mean that John Sherman will 
get the Republican nomination for President 
next year if he can. If he cannot he will 
be glad to see it fall to James G. Blaine, 
and should the honor fall upon Sherman it 
may be taken for granted that the Ohio 
statesman will have the hearty support of 
Blaine of Maine. 


FRESH MUMMIES. 


A Wonderful Find in Syria—Jewelry 
of Great Value in a Tomb. 
The following are extracts from a pri- 
vate letter of Rev. James S. Dennis, D. 
D., of Newark, now in Syria: 
The excavations and discoveries at 
Siden still continue with remarkable 
results. The number of sarcophagi at 
present brought to light is eighteen, and 
some of them are most magnificent, and 
will rank high among archeological 
treasures. They are of enormous size, 
and the sculpture is elaborate and in 
perfect preservation. Upon one of them 
alone are eighteen almost detached 
statues about three feet in height, 
without a single scr@tch, and of pure 
marble. 
The most remarkable of them came 
to light last week. It is an ancient 
Phenician sarcophagus, which has 
never been opened, and contained a 
mummy and a ag. amount of jewelry 
of, great value. The mummy, when 
unrolled, was found to be the body of a 
man in middle life, and the state of 
was astonishing. The 
eat ures, and in fact the entire body, 
were intact; the fiesh was tender, and 
yielded to pressure; and teeth, hair and 
viscera were all in place. Upon the 
outside lid of the sarcophagus is an in- 
scription of seven and a half lines in 
Pheenician characters, and also one in 
Egyptian hieroglyphics. The _ bi-lin- 
gual inscription of such an 
ancient date excites great ex- 
pectations. We shall have to wait 
to have it disciphered» by the 
savants before we can know the full 
value of the statements it contains. 
The 1 is of black basalt such 
as comes from Egypt, and it may have 
been made in Egypt by order from 
Sidon. The date of it is, of course, a 
matter of conjecture as yet. It may be 
anywhere from 800 to 1500 B. C., 
and even older. This strange ean: 
who has been brought forth literally 
from the tomb of the ages to face the 
nineteenth century—who is he? What 
if heshould be Ethbaal, ‘King of the 
Zidonians’ and father of Jezebel, or 
some older King who flourished in the 
earlier days of ‘Great Zidon?’ Itis 
more than probable that he was a royal 
or princely character. : 
The value of this enormous find is 
roughly estimated as approaching a 
sum not far from $800,000. One of the 
European Consuls at Beirut has offered 
$25,000 for one of the sarcophagi. It 
was not accepted, and the Turkish 
Government is boxing the entire lot, 
and have sent a special steamer to 
transport them to Constantinople. 

„The discovery of the sarcophagus of 
Ashmunazer, in 1855, just outside of 
Sidon, was regarded as an important 
event. It also had a Pheeniciau in- 
scription of twenty-two lines, and sev- 
eral interesting data were gathered 
from it. This is a far more marvelous 
and magnificent upturning of old 
Sidonian remains. 

The excavations still continue, and 
other treasures may be brought to 
light. A government official, Hamdy 
Bey, from Constantinople, is superin- 
tending the operations. These are days 
of great archæological wonders Think 
of the old Pharaohs on exhibition in 
the Boulak Museum in Cairo!“

Over 1000 telegraph poles belonging to 
the Yunnan (Mung Tsz district) and Kwei- 
chow line have been pulled down by the 
people, who say the telegraph is a diabolical 
European device and harms the geomantic 
influence. Troops to the number of 2000 
have been ordered to the spot. 

Last week no less than eighty-eight per- 
sons were summarily executed near Shang 
Hai for belonging to secret societies.

The Shenpoo gives most harrowing 
accounts of the floods at Chuchou Fu, up 
the Wenchow River.

But few people are aware of the fact 
that Queen Marie Henriette, of Bel- 
ium, is one of the cleverest conjurers 
n Europe. When in 1882, the famous 
mgician, Prof. Herrmann, arrived at 
Brussels on his way to the sea baths at 
Ostend, one of the Queen's chamber- 
lains called at his hotel and inquired if 
he was the same Prof. Herrmann who 
had formerly given slight-of-hand per- 
formances at the place of the Queen’s 
father, the Archduke Palatine, of 
Austria. On ascertaining this to be a 
fact he informed him that her majesty 
would be glad to receive him in private 
audience next day. The Queen re- 
ceived him most kindly, and after talk- 
of old times, expressed a wish to learn 
slight-of-hand.

A Member of the Baptist Church and

cell, He hails from the city of 

Fresno, and was accompanied on his trip 
hither by U. S. Deputy Marshal Dunlap.

THE ELECTRIC ROAD. 


Maj. Bonebrake on the Attempt to 
“Down” It. 

Maj. George H. Bonebrake, one of the prin- 
cipal owners of the Electric road, was seen 
yesterday by a representative of Tus 
TimEs about the endeavor to have Council 
practically disfranchise the road by making 
it remove its poles altogether.

now wish to change those west of Fi igueroa 
from the center to the side of the street. 
But we are met by a proposition to make us 
remove the poles entirely—which is equiva- 
lent to stopping the road. I have no appre- 
hension that the Council could force us to do 
so, for we have consulted our attorneys, and 
they say the city cannot violate the fran- 
chise it gave us. But I don’t want a long, 
tedious lawsuit, nor the annoyance. This 
makes capital feel as though it never wanted 
to touch another thing that Council could 
jeopardize. 

“We are now * ina 200-horse-pow- 
er engine at a cost of $10,000, to replace the 
present one of 35-horse- pow er. Our cars 
now run every 30 minutes; they will then 
run every 15. We have complied with the 
terms of our franchise, built a successful 
road, and furnished quick transportation to 
a large and eligible area. We feel that we 
ought to be protected.”

beneath it. It was some ways the 
coast, and several years that I 
spent the summer in a little fishing 
being especially fond of dee 
sea fishing. The man I had was an old 
seaman, and one who knew every good 
fishing ground anywhere about; and he 
had a faculty of ranging the sport, so 
that I tried my hand at about every- 
thing from shark to salmon. One 
night the old man came up to my 
house, and asked if I wanted to go out 
‘fire fishing,’ which consisted of havin 
a brazier hanging over the bow fill 
with burning faggots to attract the 
fish, while the fisherman stood by with 
a harpoon ready to spear them. This 
‘was something that I had often tried 
on the St. Lawrence, but in salt water 
was certainly something new, so I 
jumped at the chance, and a few mo- 
ments later was grasping a harpoon, 
and being pulled out into the bay. The 
best peregrine was just along the 
shore near the entrance, and the lo- 
cality reached, the wood was fired, 
soon illuminating the water for some 
distance about and beneath the sur- 
face, and while the old man rowed 


slowly along, I stood ready to take 


anything that appeared. 

It was a most fascinating sight to 
peer dewn into the water and see the 
great seaweeds waving about in the 
current like snakes, with fishes of all 
sizes darting this way and that. There 


Was a continual anticipation of some- 


thing wonderful appearing—a sea ser- 

nt or a mermaid—and almost the 

rst object I saw within striking dis- 
tance was a seal that came up directly 
under the light with its large eyes wide 
open, looking as much like a mermaid 
as anything. The fishes seemed to be 
bewildered by the light, and I had 
little diffic in taking them. 
Finally we pulled in shore where the 
water was shallow, hoping to find some 
large bass, as they were kuown to go 
in shore at night to feed. We were 
slowly moving along, when suddenly I 


Sawa large flat fish sailing slowly along 


just below. All fish was game to me, 
so I jet down the ha n, and holding 
the staff fairly pinned it to the bottom. 
The moment I struck I was conscious 
of acurious feeling of numbness, and 
as I lifted I felt as if I had been 
knocked over by a blow given all over 
my body. I indeed found myself in the 
bottom of the boat. ‘What’s the mat- 
I'll give 
it up,’ I said; ‘an earthquake or some- 
thing has struck me.’ At the same 
time I found my arms were numb, and 
I made up my mind I had received an 
apopletic shock, and that made me feel 
worse and worse. Just then the old 


man saw the harpoon jerking about 


and seized it, but dropped it with an. 
exclamation and began rubbing his 
arms. ‘I reckon you have struck 
a volcano,’ he said. ‘Why, you’ve 
gone an’ harpooned one o' them ere 
torpedoes, enough to knock a hoss 
over if they gits you just right. I 
was anxious to see a fish that could 
make me sit down so quick, so he man- 
aged ti; tie it to the stern, and havin 

had all the fishing I wanted we pull 

home. But ac can get some idea of 
the force of the shock from the fact 
that I was lame for several days. The 
fish was one of the electric flat fishes, 
and had a battery almost strong 
enough to run a cable line between 
Santa Monica and Los Angeles.. While 
we were pas ashore, and I was feel- 
ing as if every hair on my head was a 
piece of barb-wire fencing, my man 
told me a joke some of the men played 
on a Chinaman who aspired to become 
‘a fisherman. He, like myself, had 
never seen a torpedo, and one day 
he happened in at the fish-house just 
as a big one had been thrown in. John, 
as usual, wanted to beg a fish for din- 
ner; so when he asked the man pointed 
to the torpedo and told him to take it 
along. It seems that skates are par- 
ticularly esteemed by the disciples of 


Confucius, and John thought he had a 


prize; so he whipped out a knife, and 
seizing the fish with one hand, he be- 
gan to clean it. The instant the steel 
entered the body, the fish gave a quiver 
and John doubled up as if he had been 
shot. For a moment he was silent; 
then, finding that he could neither 
drop the fish nor straighten, he began 
to roar and yell for —2 calling on all 
the zods, ancient and modern. and 
finally the men helped him off, and it 
Was his last appearance on the fishing 
Sete Whether he thought he was 

witched or what, no one ever found 
out.“ 

Animal electricians are found in 
nearly all waters; the ray-like torpedoes 
being the most com „ and one 
species is often found on this coast. In 
appearance the torpedo somewhat re- 
sembles an ordinary ray, but the head 
is rounded and not separated from the 
body. They rarely exceed three feet in 
length; but small as they are, their 
battery is powerful enough to disable a 
stout man. Some time ago, a friend of 
the writer, in passing through a little 


town on the New England coast, 


1 to call on an old fisherman he 
ha own in former years. He found 
him in bed completely prostrated by 
one of these fishes which he had 
accidentally struck with his harpoon; 
and it was a week before he fully re- 
covered so that he could resume his 
business. This will give a general idea 
of the power of these envious creatures; 
and if one is examined, a large battery 
will be found, telling its own story. 
They are two in number; large flat or- 
= lying in each side of the head, 

unded on the sides by the scapular 


arde, and the crescent-shaped pectoral | 


fins. A close examination shows them 
to be made up of great numbers of 
hexagonal vertical prisms, whose ends 
seem to touch the spin above and be- 
low. Each cell is in turn subdivided, 
forming a cell which contains a clear 
jelly-like fluid. In the torpedo man- 
morata 470 prisms have been counted 
by a patient scientist, and it has been 
found that the upper side of the tish is 
positive and the lower negative. Such 
an arrangement might seem a disagree- 
able ion to a fish; but in this 
case it is undoubtedly protective, and 
is the armament of the fish, a provision 


‘of nature allowing the clumsy fish to 


benumb ita enemies and capture its 


prey. 

The 8 are no new N 
although their presence on the Cali 
fornia coast has not been

years. The fishermen of Italy, many 
centuries ago, were familiar with the 
torpedo, and called it the 


powers of 


thunderfish, while others thought that 
it was some kind of magic. When the 
fish was brought to the notice of Eng- 


lish people some years ago, it was taken 


up by medical men, and in a short time 


an electric craze Was that was 
carried to the most absurd extent. 
Marvelous cures were ascribed to the 
fish, and the fishermen rea a rich 
harvest. Dr. Walsh, F. R. S., an- 
nounced that it was the great remedy 
used by Dioscorides, the physician of 
Antony and Cleopatra, and he held 
regular seances at the Isle of Ré. 
Twenty or thirty 3 would go 
down at a time and be arranged about 
the fish, and when the circle was com- 
leted, a shock was experienced equal 

that os by a Leyden jar. It was 
found in these experiments that a 
torpedo would give forty or üfty shocks 
a minute. An American had the curi- 
osity to apply a telephone to one of 
these fishes; finding that at each sheck 
a groan was uttered, and that each dis- 
charge lasted one fifteenth of a second, 
but when under undue excitement they 
were prolonged to several seconds. In 
some experiments to determine the 
exact power of these electricians, a 
duck was placed in the water over one 
and almost immediately showed signs 
of discomfort, and was eventually 
killed by repeated and powerful shocks 
sent up through the water. 

The most powerful electric fish, how- 
ever, is not a torpedo, but a huge eel 
from South American waters. It was 
described by Prof. Van Berkel, the 
astronomer, as early as 1671, in a paper 
before the Paris Academy of Sciences; 
but his account was so fishy“ that 
none or few would believe him, though 
he affirmed that he had been almost 
disabled by the fish. The fish was 
later described by many observers, and 
now its powers are well known. It is 
an eel from two to ten feet in length, 
and specimens have been reported 
twenty feet in length, found in the 
fresh-water steams of tropical South 
America. The electric organs some- 
what resemble those of the torpedo, 
but are much more powerful. That 
the natives well know their power is 
shown by the fact that they captured 
wild horses by driving them into the 
water where the eels were. The poor 
brutes seemed to understand the fate 
in store for them, and tried to avoid 
the place; but surrounded by a ring of 
men, armed with clubs and whips, 
they were driven in; and then com- 
menced a scene of terror hardly to be 
described. The horses sank into the 
mud and alarmed the eels, that, dart- 
ing to the surface, pressed their huge 
yellow bodies upon the horses, near 
the heart, bringing many of them down 
as if they had been shot. The horses 
plun wildly; some sank out 
of sight, while others rushed madly 


through the excited throng of natives | ,, 


and escaped. Finally the eels would 
exhaust their powers and would en- 
deavor to escape, but not before the 


horses were reduced to almost complete | Real 


submission, and easily caught. The 
power of these shocks can be imagined 
when it is said that a man andrider 
have been killed by a single large eel. 

Several of these fishes have been 
brought North, and one especially that 
was confined in a tank ina New York 
city market was the cause of many 
jokes. The market men would entice 
a victim up tothe tank; there tell him 
a story about its being the heaviest 
fish for its size ever caught, and end by 
expressing a doubt whether the victim 
could lift it. After much conversation 
a bet was generally made that the new- 
comer could not lift it from the tank. 
Nine men out of ten could not release 
the fish when they seized it, so power- 
ful was its shock; others were be- 
numbed or thrown over, and the 
1 of the victims was a fruitful 
study. 


A fruit 2 having a pair of 
these fishes aboard stopped some years 
ago at Nassua, when a huge darkey 
came on board and was deluded into 
lifting one. He was knocked over as 
if with a sledge hammer, and when he 
recovered rushed away, crying that he 
had been hoodoed.“ 

A very singular electric fish is found 
in some of the African rivers; being a 
small catfish known to science as the 
malapterus—a significant name. This 
little creature was first noticed by a 
missionary, who, in visiting a native 
tribe one day, found a child sitting in 
a tub of water screaming lustily, and 
evidently objecting to the presence of 
a catfish which was swimming about. 
The mother stood by trying to make 
the child handle the fish, saying that 
it would make him a strong and brave 
man. The missionary took up the fish 
to examine it, and received quite a 
powerful shock, enough to stir upa 
baby to the howling pitch. The natives 
called it the thunder fish, and believed 
fully in its virtues as a cure-all. The 
Arabs called it ishenza, and were also 
acquainted with its power. The malap- 
terus, specimens of which your corre- 
spondent has examined, has an electric 
apparatus which seems to cover the 
entire body, and is composed and made 


up of rhomboidal cells containing a firm | 


gelatinous substance. 

Some years ago an English man-of- 
war was lying at the Comoro Islands, 
and the officers and men were allowed 
to go ashore. Some of the former pro- 
ceeded to make collections of the rare 
shells and fishes. Among the latter 
was noticed a littie fish that, when left 
by the tide, expanded like a balloon. 
Wishing to secure such a curiosity; an 
officer picked one up, receiving an un- 
mistakable shock, that, however, was 
not disagreeable. 

It is said that a certain swordfish 
—— an electric battery, and a 
arge number of deep-sea fishes are 
known to have peculiar organs sup- 

to be electric, though some 
naturalists consider them as eyes. 
Gen. Davis, of the British army. is 
authority for the statement that a ce 
tain beetle has the faculty of givin 
electric shocks. While living in the 
West India Islands, he one day picked 
up a wheelbug”’ (redivivus serratus), 
and received a decided shock, feeling 
it as high as the elbow. Upon shaking 
the creature off he observed that its 
feet left red marks upon his hand, 
from which he assumed that the legs 
of the insect were the electric organs. 
Lady de Grey, who was an enthusiastic 
insect-collector, had a similar experi- 
ence with an elater, the shock being so 
powerful that it benumbed her entire 

Capt. Blakely, of the Royal Navy, 

icked up a caterpillar in South Amer- 

ca, and received such a shock that not 

only was his right arm rendered use- 
less, butchis right side was paralyzed, 
and his life despaired of. So it would 
seem that insect electricians. exist 
beyond a doubt, and probably the 
possessors of batteries among the lower 
— are far more common than we 
generally sup 

On one of the New England beaches, 

uring the summer season, an enter- 
prising individual was seen some years 
ago giving shocks from a torpedo at five 
cents a shock. The fish was confined 
in an aquarium, and its owner claimed 
that it was a panacea for all the ills 
that flesh is heirto. Hundreds took 
the shocks, perhaps so that they conld 
say they had been shocked by a fish.

TIMBER. 


A peculiarity of Lower California is the 
number of groves of liveoaks lining its val- 
leys. These trees are said equal, and even 
surpaes, those of Louisiana.

action. This lady awoke from a sleep 
and did not know her own sister or the 
other members of her own family. 
Her mother lingered upon the borders 
of some well-known got but to her 
sister and brother and father she spoke 
as to strangers. Her language, her 
power, her happiness re- 
mained, but the world of persons had 
vanished, to be succeeded by interest- 
ing people, but persons who were un- 
known. Thus upon some parts of the 
brain a disease had fallen, and the 
faculty which for twenty years occu- 
pied that apartment was rudely 
evicted.

SHOULD LITTLE MAGGIE SWITZER BE 
‘ae TAKEN FROM HER? 

Los ANGELES, July 30.—[To the Ed- 
itor of THE TIAES.] I see that Gorm- 
lee's wife was arrested and tried for 
being accessory to the crime her hus- 
band committed. Maggie Switzer testi- 
fied in court that the said Gormlee was 

a drunkard; that her mother knew he 
was drunk.

A day or two after she was 
brought here, and she told me then that 
the child had had quite a little sum of 
money given to her. I went again in a 
re week ‘and the child was as above de- 
scribed, and in the mean time a purse 
of $17 had been sent in. Where is it? 
Yes, where is it? I then sent her 
another bill of groceries—all she asked 


«otton for the child. I did all this and 
more, n the mother was a 
‘worthy woman, but I found on author- 
ity that cannot be disputed, that it 
‘would not be safe to give her the money 
as it would be spent for paper 
Stronger, and so I sent goods as stated. 

Now, it is a plain case that the 
mother is not a fit person to have the 
custody of the child, and I su t that 
Maggie be sent to the Girls’ Home 
here, or somewhere else, and let the 
mother support herself or starve. She 
ought not to be able to trade on the 
sympathy of people for her child.
